"While our proposed Cooperator 
Supplement will neither be a cata¬ 
logue of organizations and events, 
nor a Greenbelt Guidebook, it will 
be a documentary record of Greenbelt 1 s 
first yea r, with some 
to the variety of its 
civic groups and their 
special objectives,"

Cooperative Organizing Committee Holds

As required by the by-laws, the co¬ 
operative Organizing Committee is hold¬ 
ing its monthly public meeting. This 
month the meeting will be held in the 
School Social Room on Thursday May 12. 
Citizens will have an opportunity to 
make recommendations to the committee. 

Speaking at the Greenbelt Citizens 
Association meeting of May 2,Peter J. 
Carroll, Chairman of the Cooperative 
Organizing Committee, presended a com¬ 
prehensive report of that committee. 

To enable our stores to function 
with the utmost efficiency and satis¬ 
faction to patrons,the Committee has 
prepared Consumers 1 complaint forms 
which will be found in the different 
stores and the Post Office in a few 
days. These forms will be used solely 
for constructive purposes and no one 
need hesitate to sign his name. 

The committee reported that volume 
of business in the Food Store contin¬ 
ues to grow as the number of families 
increases. The Finance Committee rough¬ 
ly estimated the patronage of the store 
at between 55$ and 60$ of the total ex¬ 
penditures of Greenbelt families for

Three cne-act plays were presented 
by the Greenbelt Players, Friday and 
Saturday, May 6 and 7 in the Greenbelt 
Theater. 

""The Bathroom Door”, a farce based 
on much ado about nobody in a bathroom, 
was very well directed. Evidence of that 
was seen in the fine group action of tho 
players. The dialogue, however, was 
rather poor. The Prima Donna, (Fan 
Schcin), for instance, failed to "emote" 
when occasion called for it. In general 
there was a tendency fer tho cast to de¬ 
claim, which lent the play a high-school- 
ish air. The sets were good. The few 
full-fledged laughs were elicited by the 
Old Lady (Dorothy Rider) with her goofy 
antics—more evidence of good directing. 
Director of this play: Dorothy East. 

"banger", enacted by the players 
talking into microphones offstage and 
their voices issuing from a radio, was 
the most "dramatic" of the three plays. 
Here the director, Howard C. Custer, 
having nothing to i-vork with but tho 
players 1 voices and a few sound effects, 
succeeded in creating an atmosphere of 
convincing realism. Tho excellent 
voices of tho players put the piece over. 

"Phipps", a bit of pish-posh with a 
pretense at sophistication, depicts the 
domestic squablcs of an aristocratic 
Eritish couple, complicated by the but¬ 
ler's harboring a secret passion for 
his mistress. Acting and directing 
good; sets, excellent. Dorothy Harris 
was very convincing as Lady Margaret. 
James Dunawav did well in tho difficult 
role of Sir Gerald, while Lawrence 
Lamorc as Phipps gave the best perform¬ 
ance of all. This play was directed by 
The odoru Murray• 

For the major shortcomings of the 
production the fault lies not so much 
with the players nor with the directors, 
but rather with tho plays selected, 
which arc- all piffle. Had tho Greenbelt 
Players devoted as much care, and as much 
time, proportionately, to tho selection 
of the plays as they did to the rehears¬ 
als, etc., their efforts would have been 
crowned with much greater success. 

Much credit is due the production 
staffs - the scene builders, technicians, 
make-up men,- v/hc gave unstintingly of 
their time and without whose efforts the 
plays could not have been produced.

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SAFETY FOR TEE CO-MAKER 

The life of every borrower from the s 
Greenbelt federal Credit Union is insured j 
to the amount of the loan, without extra 
cost to the borrower. This new type of 
Borrower's Protection Insurance is obtain-! 
ed from the CURA Mutual Society, a non¬ 
profit insurance company owned and opera- j 
ted by and for credit unions on a coopera¬ 
tive basis. Since its organization two | 
years ago by the Credit Union Natipnal 
Association (with which the local credit 
union is affiliated), this cooperative has 1 
written over $20,000,000. in coverage on 
this type of policy. 

Under the plan, the credit union ob¬ 
tains a blanket policy on all borrowers 
for which it pays $.75 per month per 
$Lr000. loans outstanding. If during the 
period of any loan the borrower should 
die, the insurance company pays to the 
credit union the full balance duo on the 
loan, without recourse against the borrow¬ 
er's family, estate, collateral T)lod?ed, 
or cd-makcrs who have signed his note. 

Thus the co-maker is fully protected 
in the event of the death of the maker of 
the loan.

AMERICAN CO-OP IN INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


N. Kansas City , Mo. - According to a news j 
release of the Cooperative League News¬ 
service, tho Consumers Cooperative Assoc- j 
iation continued to expand its program of j 
international cooperative trade when it 
received an order from the Bulgarian Coop- 1 
erativc Wholesale Society for 4,760 gall¬ 
ons of lubricating oil blended in the co¬ 
operative compounding plant here for ship-i 
ment to Sofia, Bulgaria. 

When the co-op oil leaves New Orleans ! 
early this month, C.C.A. will be serving j 
sooperative wholesales in six foreign 
countries. During the past three years 
shipments have been made to cooperatives 
in France, Belgium, Scotland, Estonia, and 
Canada. Each cooperative wholesale earns 
its share of stock in the North Kansas 
City co-op on savings made through coop¬ 
erative purchase, giving it a vote in the 
control of the organization, it then re¬ 
ceives its savings in patronage dividends i 
just as do the 400 local retail coops rtf- | 
filiated with C.C.A. in 10 Midwestern 
states.

Terms of a contract between tho Cap¬ 
ital Transit Co* and the Farm Security 
Administration wore read and bus-riders 
opinions were given a public hearing at 
a meeting called by Town Manager Roy S* 
Braden at the school auditorium Tuesday 
night, May 3* 

Though no utilities experts repre¬ 
senting the community were present, 

Dean J* Locke, a traffic engineer of CTC, 
gave concise answere to every question 
raised by local residents* 

When all overhead expenses arc figurod 
in, it is reported "by the CTC represent¬ 
ative, 'the actual cost of every round- 
trip to Washington with a small bus is 
$5*00* Accurate checks show that each 
bus operates on a 12.8 mile run from 
the Greenbelt business district to 9th 
Street and Constitution Avenue, Washing¬ 
ton. The shuttle-bus service botwcon 
Berwyn ana Grconbolt. is checked each 
way at 3*4 miles. 

Tho Greenbelt bus rider pays a three- 
zone, fare* First he pays for a zone, 
which embraces the District of Columbia 
and then for the first and second 
Maryland zones* If he rides the limit¬ 
ed bus his three lares may be paid in 
tokens (6 for 50^) or in dimes. Tickets 
good on shuttle bus and trolley for 
Maryland zones can be obtained at 20 
for one dollar. A weekly commutation 
ticket costs $1.75* 

Mr* Locke declared that new busses 
of proper size and number, when needed, 
will supplement the regular Greenbelt 
fleet. Ccst accounting end auditing 
of all.records in the Greenbelt trans¬ 
portation sot-up, by Farm Security Aid- 
ministration representatives is part of 
the contract arrangement. 

"In this transportation set-up," 

Town Manager Braden said, "in the event 
of any excess revenue, after all 
operating costs are paid off, the gov¬ 
ernment (FSAl) receives 50% of whatever 
p rofits accrue, and tho CTC receives the 
other 50 percent," he said. The con¬ 
tract is for a one-year term, beginning 
April 7, 1937. 

Among other high-lights at the trans¬ 
portation meeting Tuesday, it developed 
that Capital Transit Company expects a 
minimum of 6 % per annum return on its 
investment. Under the contract with FSA

Mr. Erank Lastnor, our new Greenbelt 
Citizens’ Association president, has 
earned the respect of all democratically 
minded Greonbeltians by his refusal to 
allow himself to be railroaded into 
office by a small interest group. More 
than that, he has prevented what might 
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otherwise have been a serious split in would have been elected if nominations 


the ranks of the Association, 

For the (possible) benefit of post¬ 
erity, and for the information of any 
Greenbeltians who were unable to attend 
the last G. C. A. meeting, we shall re¬ 
view briefly the course of the election 
of the new G. C. A. president. 

At the last minute, for rood and 
sufficient reason (sec below). Dr. Lin¬ 
den S* Dodson, one of the two candidates 
for president of the G. C. A.nominated 
at the preceding meeting, found it nec¬ 
essary to withdraw, leaving Mr. Lastner 
the sole candidate for president. In 
order that a supposedly democratic e- 
lection would not degenerate into a for¬ 
mality, in order that all merbers of the 
Association might have equal opportunity 
to support citizens of their choice, and 
in order tha t both the successful can¬ 
didate and the electorate could know 
that the new president, was chosen for 
better reason than the fact that, there 
was ho one else to vote for, a request 
was made for unanimous consent to re¬ 
open nominations, 

A small gro up killed this request. 

This group certainly was justified 
in backing a candidate as worthy as 
Mr, Lastner, We wonder, however, if 
it was as justified in endeavoring to 
refuse to any but its members the op¬ 
portunity to choose the new president, 
and in refusing to Mr. Lastner the priv¬ 
ilege of standing or falling by the vote 
of the people rather than on a parlia¬ 
mentary technicality. 

If this group felt that Mr. Lastner 
was the people*s choice, it had no rea¬ 
son to oppose further nominations; if 
it felt tliat Mr. Lastner was not the 
people*s choice, it had no right to op¬ 
pose further nomination. By ’’right” of 
course we mean right with reference to 
democratic principles rather than with 
reference to parliamentary p 6rogat,ive. 

Happily Mr. Lastner had the courage 
and the good judgment to oppose this 
group of supporters and ask for further 
nominations; and’ when even this did not 
change the group’s stand, to withdraw 
his name from candidacy — thereby 
leaving nc candidate for president, 
and forcing reopening cf nominations. 

Nominations were reopened, the 
election run off, and Mr. Lastner wan 
elected. Since Mr. Lastner undoubtedly 


had not been reopened, was all the dis¬ 
cus si '>n in vain? 

We think not. - For Mr. Lastner now 
stands elected not on a parliamentary 
technicality, but against all comers; 
he stands not as a pressure group’s 
choice for the people, but as the peo¬ 
ple’s choice. 

As such M r . Lastner can be assured 
cf the cooperation of all G.C.A. mem¬ 
bers — which, as he so truly pointed 
out at the cl-ose of the meeting, is 
essential to proper functioning of the 
Association, 

Democracy has no greater need than 
for men, who, like Mr. Lastner, are 
willing to sacrifice the opportunity 
for personal prestige in fostering 
the public interest.

However, I don’t mean to say that it 
won’t play an important part in the life 
tf the community, aside from its recrea¬ 
tional contribution.

There 
are few things like a work-out and a 
closely- fought game for showing up the 
true stature of a man. At least these 
are generally move satisfactory than 
a two minute speech.

There has boon an ever growing 
number of Social movements both in 
this country and abroad since the 
World War. It is the aim of each 
of these movements to alter, in 
varying degrees, the conditions 
of our lives.

The first 
of those is essentially a movement

It 
does not ask of the individual that 
he be "good" in a society.^based on 
the survival of the fittest# It does 
offer the individual the possibility 
of securing control over the means 
of his existence through cooperative 
cymership of those means.

NEW FOOD AND DRUG BILL STUDIED 


Senate Bill No. 5, a bill designed 
to strengthen the present Food and 
Drug Act, was studied by Consumer Dis¬ 
cussion Group 2, at their twelfth meet¬ 
ing last week. 

Mrs. Robert Jacobsen gave a compari¬ 
son of the descriptive material ungear¬ 
ing on the label of Listerine with the 
descriptive material appearing in one 
of its advertisements. This was to 
show that claims for cures are adver¬ 
tised in detail in newspapers or pam¬ 
phlets. Labels, which the present Food 
and Drug Act require to be honest, toll 
very much less. In the case of Listor- 
ine, the contents, quantity and Good 
Housekeeping Seal had sufficed. 

The department of Agriculture had 
supplied Mrs. Robert Mooney, Mrs. How¬ 
ard, and Mrs• Charles Spnctor with 
further material explaining the inad¬ 
equacy of the present Food and Drug 
Act, passed in 1906. 

. From the Survey Graphic, Mrs. Stan¬ 
ley Rider road comparisons between the 
old Act and Senate B^ll 5. 

The group received a letter from 
Consumers Union of the U. S. calling 
its attention to the addition of a 
court clause to Bill 5 making it 
possible for any district judge to 
issue an injunction to hold up the 
enforcement of Bill 5, so permitting 
the continued sale of such seizures 
by the Department of Agriculture un¬ 
til the Department could prove the 
material illegal. 

• Without such a court clause, if an 
injunction is issued, the seized pro¬ 
duct cannot be sold until after it is 
given a clean bill of health. 

Group 2. were unaninoue in favoring 
the latter method—the seized product 
not to be sold until proved legal —— 


but part of the Group felt that to de¬ 
lay the passage of Senate B^11 5 for 
public hearings would result in Con¬ 
gress adjourning without strengthen¬ 
ing the 1906 Bill in any manner. 0- 
thers feeling that for Congress to 
adjourn first would bring such a 
storm of protest that a stronger 
Bill than No. 5 would be submitted, 
mailed letters to their Congressman 
and to Representative 0*Connor, Chair¬ 
man of the Rules Committee, asking for 
publio hearings prior to Senate Bill 
No. 5’s appearance on the Floor of 
the House. 


IMPORTANT CHAIRMEN'S MEETING 


The Chairmen of the Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Discussion Groups met at the 
home of Mrs. R.der, Wednesday, May 4. 
Plans were discussed as to the best 
method of acquainting newcomers with 
each other and newcomers with the 
old settlers. Two plans were sub¬ 
mitted; one a series of social teas 
to be given in the homes-of the lead¬ 
ers; and another a general social in 
the Social Room at the school for a 
suction or two. 

Mrs. Rider read a letter sent by 
Consumers Union to consumer conscious 
groups, calling attention to the fact 
that Bill S. 5 if passed, would be 
extremelydetrimcntal to the consumer. 
This bill‘would permit any person— 
including any retail dealer who may 
be adversely affected by a regulation 
to apply within 90 days of the issu¬ 
ance of this regulation to any dis¬ 
trict court for an injunction to re¬ 
strain its enforcement. If a single 
district judge issued the requested 
injunction, the regulations could not 
be enforced any where in the United 
States although every other district 
court 
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in the country had refused to issue an 
injunction. The regulations subject to 
this would include those relating to 
contaminated food, to the addition of 
poison to food; to the listing of danger¬ 
ous drugs etc. 

The letter urges consumers to "Write 
or telegraph John O'Connor, Chairman of• 
the House rules committee demanding that 
S 5 not be brought up on the floor until 
public hearings have been held on it," 

The Greenbelt group unanimously 
endorsed this request, and a letter was 
sent to Mr, O'Connor, 

The group received a visit from 
Mr, Bow, representing Southern Dairies, 
who came to explain to the group facts 
regarding the dairy, and the ice-cr^am 
it puts out. 

In answer to the .question "why 
one reading of the Southern Dairies ice¬ 
cream showed a high bacteria count in its 
chocolate ice-cream, Mr, Dow said that it 
was one of these unfortunate things that 
happen, and that they were keeping a strict 
watch so that it would not occur again. 

He also revealed that chocolate ice-cream 
as a rule runs a higher count than the 
others, Mr, Dow was very informative, 
answered all questions that ‘the group 
asked, and invited all those interested 
to visit the plant.

The American Chamber of Horrors by 
Ruth deForeSt Lamb and Traffic in Health 
by Dr. Charles Solomon disclose interest¬ 
ing information as to the origin and 
contents of those "Cures”, 

The famous Lydia E, Pinkham for 
example was originally a cure for men. 

This' proving unprofitable, the unscien¬ 
tific and untrained organization (the 
original Mr, Pinkham was a real-estate 
dealer) turned it into a women's cure. 

How, asks the■intelligent reader, is 
it possible that medicants and cures 
that are fraudulent and known to be such, 
can still be sold ovt r the drug counter? 
Under the present Food and Drug Act, the 
label on patent medicines must not give 
false, misinforming or fraudulent infor¬ 
mation. But there is no law thet pre¬ 
vents the manufacturer from advertising 
his wares in any shape, form or manner 
and thus manage to mislead the gullible 
consumer.

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A new took on Cooperatives and their 
growth in the United States has just ap¬ 
peared in the book stalls. It is John 
Daniel's CO OPERATION-AN AMERICAN WAY. 

The author points out that the cradle 
of consumer cooperation in America was the 
mutual fire insurance groups formed by the 
farmers of the country one quarter of a 
century before the Rochdale Pioneers sot 
up business in Toad Lane. After the Civil 
War the Granger Movement gave now impetus 
to cooperation through its program of so¬ 
cial, educational and economic improvement 
among farmers, and by adding the distribu¬ 
tion of commodities to the distribution 
of insurance. 

After a disastrous poriod of bulk buy¬ 
ing through a commission system, the Gra- 
ngc, in 1875, laid down rules of business 
which paralleled the Rochdale principles. 

The Grange leaders were acquainted with 
the Rochdale Pioneers and their system for 
running cooperative stores, but the prin¬ 
ciples of selling for cash and at current 
retail prices had been learned through bit¬ 
ter experience. The Americans modified 
and adjusted an English Pattern and cut 
it to fit their stature. 

A1though the old Americans may be given 
much credit for initiating the movement in 
the United States, the newer immigration 
of Finns, Germans, English, Scottish, and 
Scandanavians made considerable contribu¬ 
tion to the cooperative structure in this 
country. 

In the author’s opinion, cooperation is 
a mutation of capitalism--a variation which j 
will evolve a new species of social econom¬ 
ic organization which may bo very useful in 
overcoming some of our current economic 
difficulties• 

"It (the cooperative system) does not 
claim that our profit system of production 
and distribution is malevolent, but it docs 
contend that it is bungling and extravagant 
because it has no way, other than guessing, 
to measure in advance of production the 
kind, quantity end quality cf goods which 
consumers want. So it has to produce mere 
cr less in the dark and then try tc dispose 
cf the proOmts by acute competition, enor¬ 
mously expensive advertising, high eres- 
sure salesmanship and battering down cf 
consumers’ salcs-resi6tance. Over-pro¬ 
duction ond recession necessarily occur, 
in cycles. And consumers pay all the bills 
—all the costs and all the profits.

In order to guage production in ad¬ 
vance producers and consumers must get 
together in cooperation. This is being 
done much more readily now that producers, 
especially farmers, have become consumer¬ 
conscious • 

Consumer cooperation does not pro¬ 
pose to replace the profit system by 
revolutionary methods. It has no desire 
to kill the patient in order to cure him. 
The present distributive system needs 
revitalized blood in its veins, but it 
does not have to be bled to death before 
the transfusion takes place, 

Mr. Daniels is convinced that con¬ 
sumer cooperation is succeeding in 
America, He realizes that it still has 
many difficulties within its own bound¬ 
aries to overcome. There must be a com¬ 
munity of interest developed between con¬ 
sumers on the farm and in the cities. 
Education of employees, if members, and 
of the public has to be financed, in 
most cases, by the movement itself — and 
is a never-ending job. Integration of 
the scattered regional wholesales, dist¬ 
rict leagues, and various farmers* coop¬ 
erative associations is an accomplish¬ 
ment undertaken by The Cooperative League 
in New York City -- but with some tag- 
ends still to be tucked in* 

If any one desires a panoramic view 
of this economic democracy which is 
struggling up through the hard, rich 
soil of America, trying to push its way 
through the waste piled up by business 
systems , not business men , he will do we 111 
to spend an evening or two with John 
Daniels* COOPERATION-AN AMERICAN WAY,
